Gonorrhea is a bacterial sexually transmitted disease (STD). Gonorrhea is spread through
unprotected oral, anal, and vaginal sex. It can also be spread from an infected mother to her
baby during childbirth.

Many men and women who are infected with gonorrhea do not have any symptoms. If
symptoms do occur they may include: discharge from the vagina, penis, or rectum; burning
during urination; pain during sex; rectal itching and abnormal bleeding.
